Engineering came in at 
$99,594. Two other quotes 
were for $180,052 and 
$244,352. 

For the reconstruction of 
Station St. from Regional 
Rd.

and Port Robinson Rd. from 
Pelham St. to Station St., 
Kerry T. Howe Engineering 
Ltd. won the job with a 
$67,080 bid. Two other 
bids were for $67,612 and 
$112,171.
